Cover and bake at 350° for 45-50 
minutes or until tender, Serve with 
drippings, if desired. Yield - 8 serv- 
ings. 

Saucy Turnip Greens 

2 Ibs. fresh turnip greens with roots 
3 cups water 

1/2 cup onion 

1/2 teaspoon salt 

3 slices bacon 

1 Tbsp. all purpose flour 

3/4 tsp. sugar 

2 Tbsps. vinegar 

Pick and wash turnip greens, Peel 
turnip roots, cut in half. Combine 
greens, roots, water, and salt in a 
large Dutch oven; bring to a boil. 
Reduce heat, cover, and simmer one 
hour or until greens and roots are 
tender. 

Drain greens, reserving | cup liq- 
uid. Set aside. Cook bacon in skillet 
until crisp; remove bacon, reserving 
drippings in skillet. Crumble bacon, 
and set aside. Saute onion in drip- 
pings. Add to greens in Dutch oven. 

Dissolve flour and sugar in vine- 
gar; stir in reserved cooking liquid. 
Add mixture to greens; cook over 
medium heat, stirring occasionally, 
until thickened. Stir in the reserved 
bacon. Yield: 6 servings. 


Southern Cornbread 
2 cups self-rising cornmeal 
1 egg, beaten 
1/4 cup shortening, melted 
1-1/) cups buttermilk 
Combine all ingredients; stir well. 
Grease an 8-inch square baking pan, 
heat in a 450° oven for 3-5 minutes

Farm news from Stan 


UNDERSTANDING SOILS AND 
FERTILITY 

It doesn’t matter where you live 
in Coffee County or the surrounding 
Wiregrass arca; whether you grow 
things in your yard, such as flowers, 
trees, shrubs; or farm thousands of 
acres, you must do one thing to have 
successful crops or landscapes - that 
is manage your soil and fertility. 

I have found that in working with 
farmers and homeowners many ol 
the problems they encounter are duc 
to soil management and also a lack 
of understanding of soil manage- 
ment. 

Naturally, farmers do a much bet- 
ter job in understanding and manag- 
ing their soil than many homeown- 
ers mainly because their living 
depends on it. In the next few para- 
graphs I would like to talk about 
some terms you may encounter in 
reading or dealing with the soil in 
your particular situation and explain 
these terms so that you might better 
understand soil management. 

One term you will hear quite of- 
ten in the southeast part of the na- 
tion is acid soil. This is the soil that 
has a pH below 7. Seven on a pH 
scale is considered to be a neutral 
point. Therefore most crops, espe- 
cially legume type crops such as 
soybeans, peanuts,and clovers, do 
not thrive in severely acid soil. 

Most homeowners and farmers 
need to maintain a soil level of 
around 5.8 or better up to around 
7.09 to have success growing plants 
and crops in Coffee County. 

The most practical range scems 
to be from about 5.8 to around 6.5. 
To try to lime your soil to get it any- 
higher than this many times costs 
more than it will return, 

Another term you will hear is al- 
kaline soil. We do not have a prob- 
lem with this anywhere in the Wire- 
grass that I know of, This is 
opposite of an acid soil. This soil 
has a pH value greater than 7.0 and 
particularly above 7.3 on the pH 
scale. We should not ever have to 
worry about this particular problem 
in Our area. 

Another term you hear a great 
deal about and many homeowners 
are concerned about is aeration. 
This is a process by which air in the 
soil is replenished by air in the at- 
mosphere. 

In a well-aerated soil the soil air 
and the atmosphere above it are sim- 
ilar in composition. Poorly aerated 
soils have a much higher percentage 
of carbon dioxide and a lower per- 
centage of oxygen. Most soils that 
have this problem is found in yards 
with a heavy thatch content or a 
very heavy clay content where the 
soil is tight and doesn’t allow a lot of 
water or air movement in it. 

Fertilizer is another term that 
most folks are familiar with. There 
are basically two types you can get: 
one is an organic fertilizer and the 
other is inorganic. 

Organic is simply manure and is 
not readily available to a plant. Or- 
ganic fertilizer must first be broken 
down by the bacteria in the soil to 
where it can be utilized by a piant. 

Inorganic fertilizer, on the other 
hand, such as is bought in bags from 
various stores, is readily available to 
the plant once it dissolves or gets 
into the soil. 

Fertilizer analysis is another 
common term and something many 
of you may use but not understand. 

For example, a fertilizer with an 
8-8-8 analysis contains 8 percent ni- 
trogen, 8 percent available phosphor- 
ic acid or what some people call 
P205 and 8 percent water soluble 
potash or K20. 

Some will even contain some mi- 
nor elements and they will be listed 
on the fertilizer bag. This would also 
be true if you have a 6-12-6 fertilizer 
-- it would be 6 percent nitrogen, 12 
percent phosphorus or P205 and 6 
percent potash or K20, 

Suill another term you hear quite 
often here in the southern part of the 
state due to our heavy clay base is 
hardpan, Basically this is a hard- 
ened or cemented layer below the 
surfaceof the soil. 

This won't affect a shallow root 
crop in many cases, but shrubs, trees 
and field crops will be greatly affect- 
ed by a hardpan, and it should be 
broken up to have iny success in 
growing whatever you have planted. 

Organic matter is simply plant 
and animal material that is in any 
stage of decomposition or, in other 
words, rotting plant and animal ma- 
terial. 

Organic matter is important to the 
nutritional level of a plant for hold- 
ing water in the soil and providing 
some kind of structure or stability to 
the soil you are working in, 

Many homeowners will buy some 
form of manure or peat moss and all 
they are really buying is partially rot- 
ted organic matter, 

These are just some of the terms 
you may encounter if you are an 


avid landscaper or gardener, and of 


course all farmers are familiar and 
interested in these terms. 
Hopefully, by understanding 


some of these basic terms when you 
read a soil test report, crop manual, 
newspaper or magazine article, or 
any such item that might contain in- 
formation such as this, you will bet- 
ter understand it.

HARVESTING TIMBER 
AND INCOME TAX 


In Coffee County many landown- 
ers are becoming more ‘ind more in- 
terested in harvesting trees on their 
land. Some of this is due to in- 
creased timber prices, CRP trees that 
have matured, and just a new aware- 
ness as to the benefits of managing 
the timber on their land. 

Many landowners with small 
woodland holdings are often una- 
ware of certain provisions in federal 
tax laws that can affect their tax bill. 
This is because most small wood- 
land owners make infrequent timber 
sales and don’t keep up with changes 
in tax laws. 

One thing you can do once you 
decide to cut timber is to pay a visit 
{0 your accountant who can help you 
determine your possible tax respon- 
sibility. For example, if you harvest 
timber and you receive $50,000 for 
it, it can take up to half of it to re- 
generate the forest, pay various 
debts, and pay your taxes. 

You might ask how the accoun- 
tant will know about your tax with- 
out the timber being sold. Before 
you cut, have the timber cruised by a 
professional who can give you a 
good estimate as to what your imber 
is worth. You can then take this fig- 
ure to your accountant who will help 
you determine possible taxes on this 
money. 

Landowners who are considering 
future sales of timber should always 
consult a qualified tax consultant. 
Landowners should also consult 
some kind of expert about inheri- 
tance taxes and estate planning along 
with the timber cutting. 

This can be important if you feel 
your heirs will have to pay inheri- 
lance tax. To help pay those taxes it 
may be better if the timber is sold by 
them rather than by you. 

Inheritance tax experts can help 
you determine the best time to sell 
the timber as it relates to inheritance 
taxes and your overall estate plan- 
ning. 

When selling timber, most of the 
things you must do relating to taxes 
are casy and not a problem. It is sim- 
ly one area that you need to cover 
before you sell your timber. 

Let me suggest the following 
schedule of events that may help you 
as it relates to taxes and timber. 

1. Get a qualified cruise of the 
limber. 

2. Consider how you will market 
the timber and handle the sale. You 
may want to use a forestry consul- 
stant to handle all the details your- 
self, but line this up prior to issuing 
notice that you are going to sell the 
timber. 

3. Do not send out notices to just 
a few people; send notices to a large 
area of timber buyers. You never 
know who is going to give you the 
best price. 

4. Contact your tax consultant 
and talk over the tax situation relat- 
ing to inheritance, estate planning, 
and what you will have to pay upon 
sale of timber.

Feeding wild birds can be joyful 


FEED BIRDS THIS WINTER 

While birds will visit feeders 
year-round, more people choose to 
feed during fall and winter months 
when food is more limited, 

Choose your feeders hased on the 
birds you wish to attract. Covered 
platform feeders will allow several 
birds to feed at one time and may be 
favored by larger birds such as cardi- 
nals and blue jays. Hanging feeders 
with perches are more attractive to 
smaller tirds such as goldfinches 
and chickadees. Don’t forget suct 
feeders for those birds that aren't at- 
tracted to seed feeders. 

Keep all feeders clean, Wash reg- 
ularly with a soap and water solu- 
tion; rinse thoroughly, Wipe perches 
and seed ports with a soapy solution 
using a clean damp cloth to remove 
the soap, or use a mild bleach-and- 
water solution daily. This will help 
prevent diseases from spreading 
among the birds at your feeding sta- 
tions. 

Remember different birds prefer 
different types of seed. Sunflower 
seeds will attract many types of 
birds, but why not try offering some 
special treats as well. Finches love 
tiny thistle seeds, and most song- 
birds prefer black oil sunflower 
seeds. 

Some birds enjoy fresh fruits; you 
can offer wedges of orange or apple 
occasionally, Cracked corn can be a 
real treat for many birds, including 
morning doves. 

Whatever seed you offer at your 
feeders, make sure it is fresh, dry 
and free of mold; moldy seed can 
make birds sick. Also, it should be 
free of trash. Trash, such as stems or 
leaf parts, can clog tube feeders. 

Don’t worry about sand, dirt or 
small pebbles you may find mixed 
with feed. This “grit” helps toothless 
birds grind their food. 

Crushed eggshells added to feed 
do the same thing, and also can pro- 
vide additional calcium to a bird’s 
dict. This is especially important 
prior to the early spring nesting and 
egg-laying season. 

Be sure to provide birds with a 
water source in addition to food this 
winter, Whether you use a bird bath 
ur a simple plastic pot saucer, be 
sure to replace the water regularly 
with fresh. 


A MEAL CHANGE 


For something different after the 
holiday meals of turkey, ham and all 
the rich foods, try - potatoes. You 
might be surprised to discover the 
many ways a potato can turn from 
being dull and tasteless into a tasty 
meal by itself. 

Potatoes can be boiled, steamed 
or baked. One medium-sized potato 
provides 50 percent of the recom- 
mended daily allowance of Vitamin 
C, and more potassium than a bana- 
na. They are also packed with com- 
plex carbohydrates. 

Potatoes can be divided into two 
categories: waxy and mealy. Mealy 
potatoes crumble or fall apart when 
you cook them -- they have a dry, 
crumbly texture. The Russet is an 
example of a mealy potato. 

Waxy potatoes are moister in tex- 
ture and keep their shape when 
cooked. Round red and long white 
potatoes are inthis category. 

So instead of turning down pota- 
toes for a meal, try one of these vari- 
ations. 

elf time is against you, try this 
speedy idea. Cook frozen hash 
browns according to package direc- 
tions. Top with fried eggs and 
Parmesan cheese. 

*Top a baked potato with low-fat 
or non-fat yogurt. Season with a 
sprinkle of nutmeg. 

*For an easy side dish, quarter 
small red or white potatoes and 
place in a pan with a little olive oil. 
Cook until tender, Before serving, 
season with dill and salt.

*Marinate 2 cups of chopped 
fresh vegetables (broccoli, carrots, 
onion, zucchini) in 1/2 cup of bot- 
tled low-fat Italian dressing.

HOME GARDENS 

It is not too early to start making 
preparations for your spring garden. 
If you have not soil tested, this is the 
first thing I would do so that you can 
get your report back. If you need 
lime, you can apply it before you

Some people think they do not 
need to soil test a small garden, A 
small garden needs soil testing the 
most because you are expecting it to 
produce at its best, and you must 
have your soil fertility right for it to 
do this. 

You can pick up soil testing sup- 
plies at our office in New Brockton 
Or ut some agribusinesses throughout 
the county. 

GARDENING TIPS 
FOR JAINUARY 

There are several things you can 
be doing in January. 

Fruit and Nuts - Set out apples, 
peaches, pears and grapes. Start 
grafting pecans. Prune dormant 
trees, 

Shrubs - Plant shrubs and trees, 
including broadleaf, narrowleaf, and 
deciduous. Graft camellias. Spray all 
deciduous shrubbery with a dormant 
spray to control diseases and insects. 
Spray when weather is on warming 
trend. 

Lawns - Soil test before setting 
up fertility program. 

Roses - Visit nurseries and gar- 
den centers to select varieties. Start 
planting. 

Annuals and Perennials - Plant 
hardy annuals. 

Bulbs - Late plantings of Duich 
bulbs will flower if planted now. Lil- 
ies of all types, except Madonna, 
may be planted. Check stored bulbs 
and discard rotten ones. Make indoor 
plantings of amaryllis, callas, and 
gloxinias. 

Miscellaneous - Prune winter- 
damanged limbs. Give houseplants a 
bath in lukewarm water to remove 
dust. To keep poinsettias that have 
finished flowering, turn pots on their 
sides and let them dry completely. 
Cut them back lightly. Keep in a 
temperature of 55-60 degrees F.

Coffee County’s new at-large jury 
venire law is not completely dead

The law passed by the Alabama 
Legislature creating a county-wide 
jury venire for Coffee County is not 
dead yet. 

In Nover:ber of 1997, the Ala- 
bama Supreme Court, after a lower 
court ruling had been appealed, ruled 
that the 1996 legislative act creating 
a county-wide jury venire was un- 
constitutional. 

State Representative  Garreth 
Moore had introduced the bill which 
created one jury pool for the county. 

Under the present system, pros- 
pective jurors are drawn from two 
pools - one from residents of the En- 
terprise Division and the other from 
persons residing in the Elba Divi- 
sion. 

Alabama Attorney General Bill 
Pryor has requested the high court to 
review its earlier ruling. 

According to reports, Pryor’s ap- 
peal points out that the new law is 
not in conflict with any general law 


as outlined in the Alabama Code. 

He further contends that transpor- 
tation restrictions at the turn of the 
century requiring a divisional jury 
system no longer exists or is at issue 
in the present day. 

The Attorney General points out 
that the divisional line between the 
Elba and Enterprise divisions is 
sometimes confusing to potential jur- 
ors as well as attorneys involved in 
court Cases. 

Pryor also contends that other 
counties (seven) with two judicial di- 
visions could be affected by the 
court’s ruling. 

Three of the counties - Barbour, 
Jefferson and Tallapoosa - select jur- 
ors by divisions.

Three men are soon to be tried on 
capital murder charges in Enterprise, 
AL. 

Michael Lee Glass, 19, of Enter- 
prise pled not guilty to capital mur- 
der charges in the death of Toniea 
Smith, 19, of Enterprise. He was ar- 
raigned last Thursday for the 1996 
slaying . 

Smith was an upstairs neighbor of 
Glass’ in an apartment complex at 
100 Anthony Circle in Enterprise. 
On the day of his arrest, Glass es- 
caped from police; however, he was 
recaptured the following day. 

Glass is scheduled to be tried dur- 
ing the March term of criminal jury 
court. 

In an unrelated case, Marcus An- 
tonio Jones, 26, of Daleville, AL and 
Kassey Bernard Reedy, 25, of Enter- 
prise both pled not guilty to capital 
murder charges during arraignment 
proceedings on Thursday. 

Both Reedy and Jones are 
charged with capital murder in the 
shooting death of Ronald Howard 
Jerkins in July of 1997, 

Jerkins, an assistant manager al a 
local grocery store, was robbed and 
shot to death while making a night 
deposit at Regions Bank in down- 


town Enterprise 

Circuit Judge Robert Barr, who 
presided over the arraignment pro- 
ceeding of Jones (Reedy waived his 
right to an arraignment and entered 
his not guilty plea by waiver), set no 
trial date for both men. 

He stated that it would be 8 to 9 
months before either could be tried 
due to the number of motions tn- 
volved in a capital murder case. 

Also, all three cases could be af- 
fected by the county-wide jury ve- 
nire law which is still before the 
courts, 

Alabama Attorney General Bill 
Pryor has asked the Alabama Su- 
preme Court to reconsider its ruling. 
The high court had ruled the law un- 
constitutional. 

Should any of the three men be 
tried and found guilty of capital mur- 
der, they could face the death penal- 
ty or life in prison without parole,

More Top Tax Changes for New Year 


Last é began a look at 
the top ten tax changes for Americans 
in the new year. We covered the new 
$400 a child tax credit for families 
education tax relief; and lower taxes 
on capital gains, including no capital 
gains taxes on home sales for the first 
$500,000 of gain for joint filers 

This week, we'll continue with 
the rest of the top tax law changes 
affecting taxpayers in 1998 

individual Retirement Ac- 
counts will be available to more 
Americans as the qualifying thresh 
olds are now raised. In 1997, joint 
filers qualified for IRAs if their ad 
justed gross income was below a 
phase-out range of $40,000 $50,000 
In 1998, the new phase-out range will 
increase to $50,000-$60,000 

The current $25,000-$35,000 
phase-out range for single filers will 
also increase to $30,000-$40,000. 
Taxpayers will be allowed a tax de- 
ductible contribution of up to $2,000 
for these traditional IRA accounts. 

For 1998, anew IRA is created 
(the Roth IRA) which allows tax-free 
withdrawals for joint filers with ad- 
justed gross incomes below the phase 
out range of $150,000-$160,000. 
Single filers before the phase-outrange 
of $95,000-$110,000 also qualify. 
Annual non tax deductible contribu- 
tions up to $2,000 a year are allowed 

Relief from Death Taxes will 
be expanded in the new year. The 
current $600,000 exemption from 
death taxes is increased to $625,000 
in 1998, and will be expanded further 
to $1 million by the year 2006, For 
small family farms and businesses, 
the current $600,000 exemption will

Groundwater Simulation

system after obtaining a grant, The pur 
pose of this system is to show the stu 
dents how groundwater is vital to the wa 
ter cycle 

Groundwater is water contained in 
saturated soil and rock materials below 
the surface of the earth. Groundwater, 
however, is not new water, it is ‘re- 


cycled” water 

The source of groundwater is pre 
cipitation. When rain falls on the surface 
of the ground, some of it runs off the 
land into lakes and streams, and some 
soaks into the ground, Groundwater ts 
stored underground 

The model in Mrs. Jinright’s class 
room has two aquifers, which are under 
ground units of soil or rock which can 
yield a significant quantity of ground 
water to wells. The first is an unconfined 
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aquifer of fine, light-colored sand with 
small areas of interbedded sand and 
gravel. The second is a confined artesian 
aquifer of coarser sand along the bottom 
The aquifers are separated by a darker 
layer containing clay, The whole system 
is encased in a thin, rectangular box and 
looks somewhat like an ant farm 

In many areas, a large percentage of 
the residents depend on groundwater for 
their drinking water. Groundwater 1s 
also. called) “our buried treasure” 
Groundwater comes to us from no more 
than a few miles away. It moves from 
higher areas of land where it can enter 
the ground to lower areas, such as 
streams or lakes, where it surfaces. 
Wells are used to draw water from the 
ground, If there are pollution sources 
nearby, this valuable water may become 
contaminated, : 

Water can dissolve more substances 
in greater quanities than any other liquid. 
It is also a vital resource for all living 
things and some believe that life itself 
originated in it

BALLARD BRIDGE ON AL HWY. 134 CLOSED FOR INSPECTION & REPAIRS 


ELBA, ALABAMA, THURSDAY, JANUARY 29, 1998 
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Four-vehicle crash on Pea River Bridge kills fou!

A four-vehicle pile-up on Ballard 
Bridge in southern Coffee County 
claimed the lives of four men on 
Wednesday, January 21, 1998. 

The accident occurred at approxi- 
mately 10:15 a.m. on the bridge 
spanning Pea River on AL Hwy. 134 
between the Ino and Perry Store 
communities. 

Killed were: Michael Shane Ger- 
man, 19, of Dothan; Johnny Wayne 
Weeks, Jr.. 21, Dothan, Buddy 
Charles Scott, Jr., 41, of Headland, 
AL; and Timothy Allen Pickron, 30, 
of Florala, AL. 

Two other individuals, James 
Thomas Pickron, 52, of Florala, AL 
and Richard E. Morgan, 45, of Opp, 
AL, were injured in the collision. 
Pickron was treated at the scene for 
minor injuries while Morgan was 
airlifted from the scene by a MAST 
helicopter to a Dothan hospital. 

Emergency personnel, along with 
law enforcement, arrived on the 
scene and found two of the vehicles 
involved in the crash on fire. 

One of the vehicles on fire, a fer- 
tilizer spreader tuck, was loaded 
with three tons of granular ammoni- 
um nitrate. The other truck, a flatbed 
truck used in delivering building ma- 
terials, had been loaded with sheet 
rock. Its load had been strewn for 
several hundred feet. The two trucks 
appeared to have collided head-on. 

Firefighters used extreme caution 
in extinguishing the blaze. As the 
firemen worked to put the fire out, 
they discovered the bodies of the 
four men - three in the cab, or what 
was left of the cab, in the flatbed 
truck and the other was in the cab of 
the spreader truck. 

While firemen battled the blaze 
near the mid-span of the bridge, res- 
cue personnel work to free Morgan 
from the wreckage of his Chevrolet 
Blazer on the east end of the bridge. 

Rescuers literally cut the top off 
the blazer to remover Morgan. He 
was placed on an Army helicopter 
and flown to Dothan where he un- 
derwent several hours of surgery.

According to late reports, Morgan 
suffered broken bones but had no se- 
rious internal injuries. At this time, 
he remains in the hospital recovering 
from surgery. 

The four victims were pro- 
nounced dead at the scene of the 
crash by Coffee County Coroner 
Marvin Mcllwain. 

The badly burned bodies were 
taken to the forensics lab in Dothan 
where positive identification was 
made and to determine the cause of 
death. 

Preliminary results of autopsies 
performed on the four men showed 
that they died from injuries sustained 
in the wreck and not from smoke in- 
halation or the fire. 

The investigation of the wreck 
scene was handled by a homicide in- 
vestigation team from the Alabama 
State Troopers. Assisting troopers 
were the Alabama Department of 
Forensic Science, the Coffee County 
Sheriff's Department, and investiga- 
tors from the 12th Judicial Circuit 
District Attorney’s office. 

The following is what authorities 
theorized happened based on state- 
ments from the survivors of the 
crash and a truck driver who was in 
close proximity of the crash. 

The two spreader trucks were 
traveling east while the flatbed truck 
and the blazer were westbound. The 
first spreader truck driven by the eld- 
er Pickron and the flatbed driven by 
German made the initial contact near 
the center of the bridge. 

After the contact, the spreader 
truck apparently out of control col- 
lided with the Blazer driven by Mor- 
gan near the east end of the bridge. 

The flatbed truck continued west- 
bound, apparently out of control, 
colliding head-on with the second 
spreader truck being driven by the 
younger Pickron. 

According to James Pickron, the 
vehicles did not catch fire immedi- 
ately on impact. He went to see if he 
could help the younger Pickron and 
the other victims but got no response 
from any of them. Weeks and Scott 
were passengers inn the flatbed

truck. 

Pickron returned to his truck us 
ing his cellular phone to summon 
help. 

The initial investigation of the 
crash site and the removal of the vic- 
tims and vehicles took more than 
five hours. The highway was closed 
to traffic during this time. 

State highway department offi- 
cials kept the road closed until late 
Thursday evening in order to give 
the bridge a thorough inspection for 
any structural damage. They also re- 
paired the side railings. 

The bridge was closed again 
Tuesday (Jan. 27) so that state high- 
way department personnel could 
make further repairs to the bridge. 

Constructed in the 40's, the bridge 
is narrow and requires that the whole 
bridge be closed to traffic while re- 
pairs are being made. State engineers 
have stated that the bridge is structu- 
rally sound. 

The clean-up of the spilled am- 
monium nitrate (what didn’t burn or 
spill into the river) was handled by 
crews called in by ADEM (Alabama 
Department of Environmental Man- 
agement) and the Coffee County 
Emergency Management Agency. 

Authorities from the state game 
and fish division stated that the am- 
monium nitrate which spilled into 
the Pea River posed no threat to the 
fish and wildlife in and along the riv- 
er. 

Authorities praised the work of 
the emergency personnel that re 
sponded to this tragic scene. They 
also commented on the quickness of 
the response time and how effective- 
ly the different agencies worked to- 
gether. 

There were fire and rescue per- 
sonnel on the scene from Elba, Kins- 
ton, Enterprise, and Opp. Volunteer 
firemen from Ino and Goodman also 
responded to the wreck. 

A crash unit from Ft. Rucker 
along with a HazMat Team were on 
the scene to assist local emergency 
personnel. A MAST helicopter also 
landed near the wreck site and was 
used to transport one of the victims. 


Council refuses to pay Haywood legal bill

The Elba City Council bought 
two police cars, passed a revised 
flood ordinance, reworked the nui- 
sance ordinance, changed work- 
man’s comp. insurance companies, 
renewed the vehicle liability insu- 
rance, bought some shop equipment, 
approved a zoning change, were told 
of the rescue squad going “for prof- 
it’ and said no to paying legal ex- 
penses of former mayor Ricky Hay- 
wood. All that, plus some items for 
information and a positive report 
from Police Chief R. W. Whitworth 
took just over an hour. 

The meeting opened with Whit- 
worth reporting 24 arrest since the 
last council meeting. He said the two 
new officers hired earlier this month 
have been through a short training 
and will be on the road February Ist. 

The council approved a federally 
recommended update to the flood or- 
dinance. These guidelines are neces- 
sary to keep the community eligible 
for the federal flood insurance pro- 
gram, 

The nuisance ordinance adopted 
earlier this month was rescinded due 
to typographical mistakes and re- 
adopted in it’s corrected version. It 
is published in this week's issue of 
The Elba Clipper and is now law, 
Each council member is to name a 
member of the code enforcement 
committee from his respective coun- 
cil district. Names have already been 
submitted from Districts One and 
Two, according to a statement at the 
council meeting. 


Bids were opened on a mid-size 
car for the police investigative de- 
partment. It is a regular car without 
the expensive special police pack- 
age. A bid of $15,635 was accepted 
from Cook Chevrolet. This is lower 


than the official state bid for this size 


car 


be used as a chief’s car. The vehicle 
has about 60,000 miles and cost 
$6,000. It was purchased from 


Gene’s Auto Sales of Elba. Mayor 


James Grimes said the car had been 
checked out and was worth the mon- 
ey. 
Grimes also recommended renew- 
ing the vehicle liability insurance 
with SouthEast Insurance of Elba. 
He said they had had a good work- 
ing relationship during the past year. 
The cost is up slightly, due to adding 
additional vehicles. The 1998 cost is 
$73,543 and includes the Rescue 
Squad vehicles. 

Southeast Insurance was also low 
bidder on the Workman’s Comp. in- 


surance at $53,949. That is about 
$700 lower than the company which 


held the contract in 1997, 


The council approved buying a 
used tire changer for regular size 
tires, City Clerk Donnie Morrow 


said this would save the city money 
by allowing city 
change out tires in the city mainte- 
nance shop. 

They also approved the purchase 
of a tire balancing machine.

In her motion, Westbrook noted 
that this person should have a col 
lege degree or its equivalent in ac 
counting, The person will be hired

DA investigating missing 
funds from county coffers

On Wednesday, January 21, 
1998, an investigation was initiated 
into the theft of public funds in the 
Coffee County Commission Office 
in New Brockton, 

lhe investigation commenced im- 
mediately after a financial discrepan- 
ey was discovered by the commis- 
sion office and a local bank. 

District Attorney Mark Fuller has 
requested assistance from both the 
Alabama Department of Public Ex- 
aminers and the Alabama Bureau of 
Investigation to assist his office. 

Preliminary investigation — indi- 
cules a now suspended employee 
was involved in taking public funds 
totaling approximately $65,000.00 
(now $68,000). After completion of 
an audit, the exact amount should be 
known 

At the present time, the investiga 
tion is continuing and the District 


Attorney is targeting the findings ot 
the investigation for presentation to 
the April grand jury in the Enterprise 
Division of Coffee County 

No arrest has been made in the 
case; however, as stated, a county 
employee has been suspended and 
according to sources has since | 
signed, 

Commission Chairman Robert 
Stephens commented, “The vounty 
commission is leaving the investiga 
tion to the District Attorney 

“The Coffee County Commission 
will take all necessary action to pre 
serve county funds, recover any lost 
funds and assist in the proseculion o! 
any person Who may be guilty of thi 
misappropriation of public funds 

The county has since recovered 
approximately 20,000 of the tn 
ing monies. Also, the individual wh 
allegedly took the money is bond 
for $25,000.00
